The more 
the marrier 

The Rev Ed Taylor has been 
marrying tourists in the Smoky 
Mountains for more than three 
decades. Now, he’s the one say- 
ing “I do”— to retirement. 

Taylor, 77, estimates he’s 
performed about 85,000 marriages 
in Gatlinburg, Tenn. 

In Gatlinburg, there is no 
waiting period or mandatory 
blood test to get married. Just like Las Vegas, couples have 
flocked to the town of 4,900 to get married and stayed for 
their honeymoon. 

According to the Gatlinburg Chamber of Commerce, 
600,000 people come to the Great Smoky Mountains each 
year to get married or attend a wedding. 

“I won’t know until I get to heaven how many stayed 
together,” said Taylor, an ordained Baptist minister who has 
performed weddings for Billy Ray Cyrus and Patty Loveless, 
among many many others. “But we laid the groundwork for 
them.” AP

New technology tailors ads to fit the people looking at them

MILWAUKEE Watch an advertisement on a 
video screen in a mall, health club or gro- 
cery store and there’s a slim— but grow- 
ing-chance the ad is watching you too. 

Small cameras can now be embedded in 
the screen or hidden around it, tracking 
who looks at the screen and for how long. 

The makers of the tracking systems say 
the software can determine the viewer’s 
gender, approximate age range and, in 
some cases, ethnicity— and can change 
the ads accordingly 

That could mean razor ads for men, 
cosmetics ads for women and video game ads for teens. 

And even if the ads don’t shift based on which people are 
watching, the technology’s ability to determine the viewers’ 
demographics is golden for advertisers who want to know 
how effectively they’re reaching their target audience. 

While the technology remains in limited use, advertising 
industry analysts say it is finally beginning to live up to its 
promise. The manufacturers say their systems can accurately 
determine gender 85 to 90 percent of the time, while accuracy 
for the other measures continues to be refined. 

The concept is reminiscent of the science-fiction 


movie “Minority Report,” in which Tom 
Cruise’s character enters a mall and finds 
that retinal scanners identify him and 
prompt personalized ads that greet him 
by name. 

But this technology doesn’t go nearly 
that far. It doesn’t identify people 
individually— it simply categorizes them 
by outward appearances. 

So a video screen might show a 
motorcycle ad for a group of men, but 
switch to a minivan ad when women and 
children join them, said Vicki Rabenou, 
chief measurement officer ofTampa-based 
TfuMedia Technologies Inc., one of the leaders in developing 
the technology 

Because the tracking industry is still in its infancy, there 
isn’t yet consensus on how to refer to the technology Some 
call it face reading, face counting, gaze tracking or, more 
generally, face-based audience measurement. 

Whatever it’s called, advertisers are finally ready to try 
it, said advertising consultant Jack Sullivan, a senior vice 
president of Starcom USA in Chicago. 

“I think you’re going to see a lot of movement toward it 
by the end of this year in the top 10 markets,” he said. 


INVASION OF PRIVACY? 

Because face tracking might 
feel reminiscent of Big Brother, 
manufacturers are racing to 
offer reassurances. When the 
systems capture an image of 
who’s watching the screen, a 
computer instantly analyzes it. 
The systems’ manufacturers 
insist, however, that nothing is 
ever stored and no identifying 
information is ever associated 
with the pictures. 


Florida treasure 
hunters strike 
gold again

Llorida deep-sea explorers who found $500 million in 
sunken treasure two years ago say they have discovered 
another prized shipwreck: A legendary British man-of- 
war that sank in the English Channel 264 years ago. 

Odyssey Marine Exploration hasn’t found any gold 
this time, but it’s looking for an even bigger jackpot. The 
company’s research indicates the HMS Victory was carrying 
4 tons of gold coins that could be worth considerably 
more than the treasure that Odyssey raised from a sunken 
Spanish galleon in 2007, co-founder Greg Stemm said ahead 
of a news conference set for Monday in London. 

So far, Odyssey has recovered two brass cannons from 
the wreck of the Victory and continues to examine and 
map the debris field, which lies about 330 feet beneath the 
surface, Stemm said. The company said it is negotiating 
with the British government over collaborating on the 
project. 

“This is a big one, just because of the history,” Stemm 
said. “Very rarely do you solve an age-old mystery like this.” 
Odyssey said the 31 brass cannons and other evidence on 
the wreck allowed definitive identification of the HMS 
Victory, a 175-foot sailing ship that was separated from its 
fleet during a storm and sank in the English Channel on 
Oct. 4, 1744, with at least 900 men aboard. The ship was 
the largest and, with no brass cannons, the most heavily 
armed vessel of its day It was the inspiration for the HMS 
Victory famously commanded by Adm. Horatio Nelson 
decades later.

OVER 

New governor suggests 
social get-togethers of 
potential political rivals

After convening the first meeting among Illinois’ 
statewide elected officials since shortly after his 
disgraced predecessor took office in 2003, a 
convivial Gov Pat Quinn suggested they revive 
an old practice of having a dinner together with 
their spouses. 

“We’re going to have that very soon, as soon as 
we can organize our schedules,” Quinn said after 
the 40 -minute gathering of the group known as 
“the constitutionals” in the i6th floor governor’s 
office formerly occupied by Rod Blagojevich at 
the James R. Thompson center. 

“I think having that kind of social contact as 
well as policy opportunities from time to time — 
we all learn from that,” Quinn said. 

But as state officials try to repair the damage 
left behind by Blagojevich’s tenure, the cheery 
Quinn’s plans for dinner get-togethers could 
lead to battles over who gets to carve as their 



gatherings devolve into a meeting of potential 
political rivals. 

Contenders for the Feb. 2, 2010, Democratic 
primary for governor will begin circulating their 
candidacy petitions in a scant seven months if 
the current election date stands. Political one- 
upsmanship is inevitable among Atty Gen. Lisa 
Madigan, Comptroller Dan Hynes, Treasurer Alexi 
Giannoulias and Quinn, an unelected governor 
trying to build a record in his new office. 

“That will be a challenge,” said Senate 
Republican leader Christine Radogno of 
Lemont. “I think having Pat Quinn as governor 
is not what many people expected.” 

Quinn has already indicated the state needs 
to quickly approve a public works construction 
program, stalled during Blagojevich’s time in 


office because of the distrustful attitude of 
lawmakers, which would require revenue such 
as new or increased taxes to pay for construction 
bonds. 

But Quinn also is aware of the political 
damage a large general tax increase could have 
on his own bid for a full term as governor. 

On Sunday, Quinn visited Salem Baptist 
Church, where state Sen. James Meeks is 
the pastor. Meeks had several battles with 
Blagojevich over increasing education funding 
for city schools. 

Quinn credited Meeks with pushing education 
funding reform but offered no specific proposals. 
“We’re going to work very hard to make sure that 
every person gets the education they need for the 
fullest development,” the new governor said. 


6 from Chicago killed in plane crash

Six people from the Chicago area, including four 
pilots who were members of a local aviation club, 
were killed when their light plane crashed Friday 
in West Virginia, the club president confirmed 
Sunday 

The plane crashed Friday in a mountainous, 
wooded area near an airport in Kenova, W Va., 
according to National Transportation Safety 
Board spokesman Peter Knudson. 

“The weather was heavy snow at the time,” 
Knudson said. 

Although West Virginia authorities had still 
not officially identified the victims by Sunday, 
dozens of friends and family members gathered 
at the American Polish Aero Club to reminisce 
about the club members they say were aboard 


the twin-engine Piper PA-34. 

Earlier Sunday about 1,000 mourners gathered 
at St. Constance Catholic Church in Chicago for 
a memorial service for the victims, according to 
the pastor. 

American Polish Aero Club President Chester 
Wojnicki identified the members killed as 
Kazimierz Adamski, Wieslaw Dobrzanski, 
Irenevsz Michalowski and Stanislaw Matras. 
Wojnicki did not know their ages. 

Also aboard the plane were Monika Niemiec, 
26, a reporter for a Polish radio station based in 
Chicago, and her father, Stanley Niemiec, who 
was along for the ride, Wojnicki said. 

The group left from Lake in the Hills and was 
headed first to Charlotte and then to Clearwater, 
Fla., to look at two planes for sale, Wojnicki said. 


The crash happened en route to Charlotte, 
Wojnicki said. It remains unclear who was pilot- 
ing, he added. 

The group was looking to buy a plane to pull 
glider planes, he said. Gliders need a plane with 
an engine to get them in the air to be released, he 
said. The club, which has about 60 members, flies 
both regular planes, and in the warmer months, 
gliders. 

The NTSB is investigating reports that the air- 
craft was low on fuel and having difficulty locat- 
ing the airport, which is about 13 miles west of 
Huntington. 

“Visibility was low, about half a mile,” Wojnicki 
said. 

“He declared an emergency because he was low 
on fuel.” 


Freedom Museum 
moving out 

Three years after it was 
opened, the McCormick 
Freedom Museum is 
closing its doors in 
Tribune Tower, opting 
instead to take its exhibits 
on the road by using 
mobile displays. The 
McCormick Foundation, 
the charitable trust that 
owns and operates the 
10,000-square-foot 
museum, said Friday that 
the doors will close March 
1. The museum’s exhibit 
hardware and other 
components will move 
to Cantigny Park in 
Wheaton. 

Man charged 
with murder 

A Chicago man who 
allegedly followed a 55- 
year-old man home from 
an Indiana casino, and 
then shot and killed him 
in an attempted robbery, 
has been charged with 
robbery and murder, police 
said Sunday. Prosecutors 
said Arthur M. Grady, 

30, of the 6300 block of 
South Champlain Avenue, 
allegedly followed the 
man home and confronted 
him outside his home in 
the 8100 block of South 
Eberhart Avenue. 

Man stabbed 
to death 

Chicago police detectives 
were talking to several 
witnesses regarding the 
stabbing death of a 
30-year-old man on the 
South Side, police said 
Sunday. Morris Wilson, of 
the 500 block of East 80th 
Street, was found stabbed 
to death on the sidewalk 
in the 8100 block of South 
Drexel Avenue at 2 a.m., 
according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s 
office.

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Fatal bus crash investigated

DOLAN SPRINGS, Ariz. Investigators looking 
into a deadly tour bus crash on a highway 
near the Hoover Dam said Saturday that it 
may take up to a month to figure out why 
the vehicle overturned, killing seven pas- 
sengers and injuring lo others. 

Arizona Department of Public Safety 
Sgt. Danny Hannigan said the National 
Transportation Safety Board was assisting 
in the probe of Friday’s crash. The bus had 
been taken to Kingman where investigators 
will scour it over the next week, department 
spokesman Lt. James Warriner said. 

Six people were pronounced dead at the 
scene and a seventh died at a hospital, said 
Cmdr. Dean Nyhart of the public safety 
department. The driver was among those 
in serious condition, he said. 

The passengers were Chinese nationals 
who had flown from Shanghai to San 
Francisco and had most recently been in 
Las Vegas, according to DPS. They left Las 
Vegas early Friday for a trip to the Grand 
Canyon and were returning when the 
accident occurred Friday on Route 93. 

The bus was traveling north on the four- 
lane highway— the main route between 


Phoenix and Las Vegas— when it veered 
right, overcorrected, crossed the median 
and rolled at least once before stopping, 
Nyhart said. 

Warriner said the crash occurred on a 
“nice, clear day” 

Several people at a nearby diner rushed 
to the scene. 

Sheila Larsen, who works at Rosie’s Den, 
said she went outside after hearing a loud 
crash and screams and found people lying 


on the roadway, with paper and money 
strewn across the area. 

She said the best she could do for the 
victims was take them blankets, towels 
and water. “The woman I was trying to 
comfort didn’t speak English. I was trying 
to comfort her and she died,” Larsen said. 

University Medical Center Spokesman 
Rick Plummer said the victims’ injuries 
ranged from spinal and serious head injuries 
to bone fractures. 


Google glitch 
warns of harmful 
Web sites 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. Computer users doing 
Google searches during a nearly one-hour 
period Saturday were greeted with disturbing 
but erroneous messages that every site turned 
up in the results might be harmful. 

The company blamed the mistake on human 
error and apologized for any inconvenience 
caused to users and site owners whose pages 
were incorrectly labeled. The glitch occurred 
between 9:30 a.m. EST and 10:25 a.m. EST, 
Google said in an explanation on its company 
blog. Anyone who did a Google search during 
that time likely saw the message “This site 
may harm your computer” accompanying 
every search result, the company said. 

Google said it routinely flags any search 
results with that message if the site is known 
to install malicious software, a practice 
aimed at protecting its users. Google said it 
maintains a list of suspicious sites based on 
criteria developed with stopbadware.org, a 
non-profit project. 

The error happened when Google 
erroneously applied one of its periodic list 
updates in such away that the warning applied 
to all URLs, the company said in a statement.

WHITTIER, Calif. The woman who 
gave birth to octuplets this week 
conceived all 14 of her children through in 
vitro fertilization, is not married and has 
been obsessed with having children since 
she was a teenager, her mother said. 

Angela Suleman told The Associated 
Press she was not supportive when her 
daughter, Nadya Suleman, decided to have 
more embryos implanted last year. 

“It can’t go on any longer,” she said in 
a phone interview Friday “She’s got six 
children and no husband. I was brought 
up the traditional way I firmly believe 


in marriage. But she didn’t want to get 
married.” 

Nadya Suleman, 33, gave birth Monday 
in nearby Bellflower. 

While her daughter recovers, Angela 
Suleman is taking care of the other six 
children, ages 2 through 7, at the family 
home. 

She said she warned her daughter that 
when she gets home from the hospital, 
“I’m going to be gone.” 

Nadya Suleman wanted to have children 
since she was a teenager, “but luckily she 
couldn’t,” her mother said. 


“Instead of becoming a kindergarten 
teacher or something, she started having 
them, but not the normal way,” her mother 
said. 

Little psychological research has been 
conducted on the reasons some mothers 
seem hooked on repeated pregnancies. 
David Diamond, a co-director for the 
Center for Reproductive Psychology in 
San Diego, said mothers can be drawn 
to repeat pregnancies for a number of 
reasons, with some finding the experience 
so satisfying they choose to become 
surrogates.

Santonio Holmes made a brilliant 6 -yard 
catch deep in the right corner of the end 
zone with 35 seconds remaining Sunday 
night, lifting the Steelers to a record-set- 
ting sixth Super Bowl win, 27-23 over the 
Arizona Cardinals, 

“Scramble right, scramble left, find 
someone open,” Roethlisberger said. 

The Steelers (15-4), winning their second 
Super Bowl in four seasons, led 20-7 in the 
fourth quarter, only to see Kurt Warner and 
the Cardinals stage a remarkable rally to go 
in front 23-20 with 2:37 remaining, 

Warner hit receiver Larry Fitzgerald in 
stride for a 64-yard touchdown with 2:37 
left, Fitzgerald sped down the middle of the
